Bradley Jay Little (born February 15, 1954) is an American politician serving as the 33rd Governor of Idaho 
since January 2019. A member of the Republican Party , he previously served as the 42nd Lieutenant Governor of 
Idaho from 2009 to 2019. Little served in the Id aho Senate from 2001 to 2009 where he chaired the majority 
caucus and represented Legislative Districts 8 and 11 (change due to redistricting in 2002) ill He won the 2018 
gubernatorial election against Democratic nominee Paulett e Jordan ,[Hi the seventh straight gubernatorial victory 
for the Republican Party in Idaho. 
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Early life and education 


Little was born and raised in Emmett, Idaho and graduated from Emmett 
High School in 1972.He attended the University of Idaho in Mosco w,51 was 
a member of the Idaho Alpha chapter of Phi D elta Theta fraternity ,and 
earned a bachelor's degree in agri-business in 1976. 

Career 


Little has had an extensive dual career tending to his family's ranching 
interests (his grandfather was the "Idaho Sheep King")l2l and in public 
service. During the 1981 and 1985 legislative sessions, Little represented his 
father, David Little, in the senate on a temporary appointment due to illness, 
during which time he served on the Finance and Resources Committees.^ 
Little also managed his family's ranching operation, Little Land and Livestock, for almost thirty years until his 
son, David, became manager in 2009 when Little was appointed lieutenant governor.IS He continues to work as 
the head of Little Enterprises, Inc. (a diversified farming and cattle operation), and is currently a member of the 
board of directors of Performance Design Inc. - a small Boise-based manufacturing company.lS 

Little has also been involved in a variety of private organizations and companies based in Idaho and the Mountain 
West. Little is a former chairman of the Idaho Association of Commerce and Industry (IACI), "The Voice of 
Business in Idaho," and was a member of its board for twenty years (1981-2001).^l Little is also the former vice- 
chairman of the Idaho Community Foundation and the Emmett Public School Foundation, and the former 
director of the Idaho Wool Growers Association and the University of Idaho Foundation. I[8][io][n] He has also 
served in the past on the board of directors of Home Federal Bank, a small Idaho-based regional bank recently 
acquired by Bank of the Cascades, High Country News, and the Idaho Foundation for Excellence in

In January 2009, Governor Butch Otter appointed Little to the office of Lieutenant Governor to fill the vacancy left by 
former Lt. Governor Jim Risch 's election to the U.S. Senate in the 2008 election cycle. Little was sworn in by Otter on 
January 6, 2009, and confirmed by unanimous consent when the Idaho Senate convened on January 12, 2009. faolM 

Little was subsequently elected Lieutenant Governor in 2010, defeating two opponents in the primary election, and two 
opponents from the Democratic and Constitution parties in the general election.He was re-elected Lieutenant 
Governor in 2014.

Economic development and trade missions 
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Little focused on economic development as lieutenant governor,^ for example helping to persuade energy bar producer Clif Bar & Company to build a new 
food manufacturing plant in the state in 2013.ted 

Little also took part in and led several trade missions. He led a Friendship Mission to Basque Country in Spain in 2010, during which he met President of the 
Basque Government Patxi Lopez . During this meeting, Little and Lopez agreed to establish a Basque Economic Development Office in Boise , Idaho, which 
"would provide resources and services for Idaho and Basque companies to ease collaboration on research, sales and collaborative programs."1251 Little later 
signed the Euskadi-Idaho Friendship Agreement, which affirms the friendship and cultural affinity between the Basque Country and Idaho, which is the 
residence of the largest Basque community outside of Spain itself.l22l 

Little was also a member of a 2011 Idaho trade delegation which traveled to Mexico and Brazil.ted Little commented after the trade mission that "we found 
tremendous interest and opportunities in both countries for Idaho products and services ... This trip strengthened key trade relationships and established 
new customers for Idaho businesses." The Idaho Department of Commerce estimated that the mission resulted in sales of more than $30 million.tel 

Legislation 

In the 2014 legislative session, Little sponsored Senate Bill 1354, an anti-" patent troll " bill. The bill protects companies from abusive or "bad faith assertions 
of patent infringement " to collect an extortionate licensing fee.IdSUd3l[44]

In June 2016, Little announced his candidacy for the Idaho gubernatorial election in 2018 .MI46] He said that Idaho National Laboratory will be a priority if 
he becomes governor, tel 

Little was endorsed by incumbent Governor Butch Otter ,teP former governors Dirk Kempthome and Phil Batt, and U.S. Senator Jim Risch .te/1 
During his campaign. Little called for a phased-in $350 million reduction in the state income tax and the elimination of the Idaho grocery tax. tell 

Little won the Idaho Republican P arty primary, beating both Congressman Raul Labrador and businessman Tom my Ah lquist with 37.3% of the vote.tell in 
the general election in November, he defeated state Representative Paulette Jordan , the Idaho Democratic Party nominee,IteLl by over 130,000 votes. 

In March 2020, during the coronavirus pandemic , Little gained attention for signing two bills into law that targeted the rights of transgender individuals .^ 
The first bans transgender women and girls from competing in women's sports, citing possible unfair physical advantages. The second bill, HB 509, bans 
transgender people from changing the sex on their birth certificates, and violates a federal court ruling from 20i8.tHll55][56]
